2. AFTER DISCUSSING THE NOTION OF A PARTIAL LIFTING OF 
THE ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST RWANDA WITH SRSG SHARYAR KHAN, 
UN DPKO AFRICA DIVISION HEAD HEDI ANNABI RELAYED TO 
POLOFF THAT THE UN BELIEVES THERE SHOULD BE A "QUID PRO 
QUO" FOR THE EASING OF THE EMBARGO. SINCE UN AMIR HAS 
BEEN HAVING INCREASINGLY SERIOUS PROBLEMS WITH THE GOR, 
MODIFICATION OF THE EMBARGO SHOULD BE USED AS LEVERAGE 
TO OBTAIN GREATER GOR COOPERATION WITH UNAMIR AND WITH 
EFFORTS TO REPATRIATE INTERNALLY DISPLACED PERSONS. 

3. ANNABI ALSO REPORTED THAT THE LEGAL ADVISER'S OFFICE 
BELIEVES IT COULD BE POSSIBLE, IN THE RESOLUTION WHICH 
EASES THE EMBARGO, TO EXTEND THE SCOPE OF THE EMBARGO TO 
INCLUDE THOSE ELEMENTS NOW IN ZAIRE WHO WERE THE 
ORIGINAL TARGET FOR THE EMBARGO, BUT HAVE SINCE ESCAPED 
ITS JURISDICTION.
